Mr, Borie is 6 gentleman of thorovgh edoca-
tion aud of most polished manners, Hig
urbnnity is well known to every Pinladelphiuo,
Of big capacity nud fituess for the position (o
which he hns been contirmed there canunot be
the most remote doubt, His years, however,
though they bave not brought with them the
wenkness and infirmities of age, have nuriored
In bim & complucent desire for those home
com'orts ugaingt which any official position must
necessarily militste,  This desite his ample
fortune bns enabled him to gruvily: and blessed
and contented us he pow Is In his private
sphere, ha fecls very loth to exchunge it for the
cares and porplexities of “place and power.”
Grave doubts wre entertained by many ol those
who k¥now bim iutimarely, In relation 1o his
aoceptance of the portfollo. He appears to be still
undeeided 1o hils own miod; und while he listeos
puliently tothe argoments of Lis Philadelplia
f1iends who udmire him to nceept, he weighs
these pame nrguments in hls own mental gnl-
nocee,  He will probably sigoify hils mtention
ln 6 day or two.

ber. A b/l for the emplosment of negroes as
soldiers frst drew him out. Davis bad been
prepuring the way for him by assuring his
iriends that Creswell would yet make his mark,
When he rose, therefore, be e0on secared the
attention of thore abont him, an unasual thing
tor & new member in the Hoose, rising in the
midst of a debate, to read n writlon spesch,

He was most warmly congratulated as he took
his seat, aud the effort was on all hande
prononvced one of the most successful eyer
made in that ball by & new member, From that
day e rapidly rose to acommanding pusition
in State and national politics, The death of
Governor Hiuks soon made a vacancy o the
Benate, ana to the horror of the slow going
Mirylapders this ‘‘new man" was put up lor
United States Senstor,

At the outs=et, CUreawell seemed to have no
show, Dut the other candidutes were dextrously
killed ofl or got out of the way, and the Legis-
lature falrly cornered loto his election. In the
Seuate he soon took bigh raak; and won it
without ivenrring the hos!ili'y apt to be ex-
hibited by that grave body toward young men
who iry to get on too fast, Iu 1884 Mr, Cres-
well was o delevate to the Convention in Baiul-
more which renominuted Mr. Lincoln.
